House Bill Condemns 
I se of Schools 
for 
Medical 
Propaganda 


A hill to (prohibit the use of the 
public schools to promote any par­ 
ticular school or system of medica­ 
tion has peen introduced in the Il­ 
linois legislature, and is known as 
House Bill No. 484. 
It reads as 
follows: 
‘‘Be it enacted by the People of 
the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 
“Section I. Section 262a is ad­ 
ded to “An Act to establish and 
m aintain a system of free schools,” 
approved June 12 1909, as amend­ 
ed to read as follows: 
‘‘Sec. 262a. Any board of educa­ 
tion. 
superintendent 
of 
schools, 
•teacher or other person 
in charge 


rig or giving 
health shows or talks inside or out­ 
side of the school premises, favor­ 
ing any particular school or sys­ 
tem of medicine 
or any 
special 
remedy purporting to render im­ 
mune from disease or to 
effect a 
cure in persons who use such rem­ 
edy or cure, when such remedy or 
cure involves the use of drugs, the 
inoculation of vaccines, serum or 
anti-toxin or surgical operation of 
any kind, while such pupils are in 
attendance at school 
or ai any 
place or meeting connected there­ 
with or conducted as part of the 
school work of such pupils, is guil­ 
ty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
lned not less than one hundred dol­ 
lars (SIGO) nor more than five hun­ 
dred dollars ($500).”

HEALTH FADS HIT 
Overemphasis of simple health 
suggestions is oelieved by the Pub­ 
lic Health Service to be just as 
serious as disregard of all rules of 
diet and exercise. 
A statement is­ 
sued last week pointed out that all 
rules of health must be adapted to 
the individual. No meat for anyone 
would be just as harmful a general 
order, perhaps, as one requiring a 
meat-only diet. 
“Breathing exer­ 
cises are desirable,” it is said, “but 
are far better taken outdoors ac­ 
companied by exercise.” Too much 
variety in foods should be avoided 
at any one meal, particularly if it 
means too little variety at the next, 
the Health Service cautions. Over­ 
weight in adults is usually as indi­

“One thing that must be done in 
the spring,” Decker says, “is to roll 
the lawn.* Alternate freezing and 
thawing during the winter have a 
tendency to loosen the soil to a 
considerable depth. 
Rolling 
the 
soil brings it in contact again with 
the roots. 
Several additional light 
rollings during the growing season 
are desirable. Care should be tak­ 
en not to roll the lawr when the soil 
is wret, for under such conditions 
only the surface soil is firmed and 
injury is sure to result. 
“There are comparatively 
few 
weeds which become serious pests 
in the average lawm and the best 
protection against these is a heavy 
w’ell-formed sod. Weeds in a lawn 
usually are an indication of a poor 
turf or sod. 
This may be the re­ 
sult of too thin seeding, improper 
lawm mixture, improper soil condi­ 
tions, or neglect. 
“Crab grass is (perhaps the worst 
weed found in lawms, but it is not 
the most noticed or the most des­ 
pised.

FOUND IN CORN; 
FARMERS UNAWARE 


Audubon, the great ornithologist 
and ills work in Louisiana, will be

Contrary to w'hat might have 
been expected, Illinois has a seed 
com 
problem 
this 
spring 
and 
farmers should 
therefore 
guard 
against taking chances with seed 
they intend to plant, according to 
J. C. Hackleman, crops 
extension 
specialist of the College of Agri­ 
culture, University of Illinois. 
A high percentage of badly dis­ 
eased and dead seed com has been 
discovered at com culling meet­ 
ings winch the college recently has 
held in different parts of the state, 
he reported. The amount of dead 
seed as particularly noticeable in 
northeiti Illinois. The danger lies 
in the fact that farmers generally 
are not aw'ane of 
the condition, 
most of them being confident that 
their grain is of high quality be­ 
cause of the favorable weather dur­ 
ing the past harvesting season. 
“Especially those farmers who 
are depending upon seed selected 
at husking time should make sufe 
that their com is of good quality. 
This means making a germination 
test or at least a thorough check of 
the stock.”

the state confirm indications w’hich 
came cut at the 
annual 
Illinois 
Seed Grain and Utility Com Show 
held at the college in January. Com 
from northern Illinois showed 5.6 
per cent dead seed and 4.7 iper cent 
weak, that from central Illinois 1.7 
per cent dead and 7.9 per cent weak, 
while that from southern Illinois 
showed 1.4 per cent dead and 7.6 
weak.
